In spite of the reassuring statements 
of the foreign office and Baron Hayashi 
the frequent reiteration that hostilities 
between Russia and Japan are imminent, 
the mysterious movement of the Rus- 
sian and Japanese fleets, and the excited 
state of public opinion in Japan are be- 
ginning to cause disquiet in Great Brit- 
ain, which, by the occasion of her alli- 
ance with Japan, is so intimately con- 
cerned in any action which the latter 
may take in the Far East. Only the 
most sanguine persons believe in the 
event of hostilities they could be kept 
within the limits which would free Great 
Britain from her obligation to support 
her Japanese ally. Even Baron Hayashi, 
who heretofore has ridiculed al] sug- 
gestion of war, is not’so optimistic to- 
day. Indirectly he admits the rossibility 
of war by expressing the hope that fn 
the event of a crisis Japan will have 
the active sympathy of her ally, Great 
Britain. : 

While refusing to credit the reports of 
an ultimatum having been delivered, Bar- 
on Hayashi admitted that the diplomatic 
situation had changed since October 8 
and that developments may have arisen 
from the failure of the Russians to ful- 
fill their engagements to evacuate Man- 
churia on that date. He, however, had 
heard nothing from his government on 
the subject. 

Che Foo, the source of the latest alarm- 
ing news. is several hundred miles from 
Ma-San-Pho, so the reports of Japanese 
military movements there are likely to be 
a repetition of similar stories circulated 
last week. which later accounts minimiz- 
ed. 

No Confirmation of Rumors. 

London. October 12.—The peculiar offi- 
celal explanation of the postponement of 
fhe ezar’s visit to Rome. “owing to cir- 
cumstances over which he has not con- 
trol.” is interpreted in some quarters to 
mean that the threatening outlook in Far 
Eastern affairs calls 
presence jn Russia. 
There is no confirmation of the alarmist 
rumors. At the Japanese legation last 
night no news had been received of the 
reported ultimatum. 


A dispatch to The Daily Mail from 
Kobe. October 12, reports that the 
situation is somewhat egsier. but that 


the tone of the press is distinctly belly, 
cose, whilst the same newspaper's corre- 
spondent at Geneva says that. several 
Russian officers there have been suddenly 
recalled to join their regiments. 

Other special dispatches describe Rus- 
sian war preparations, etc. and the news- 
papers which are intensely interested in 
the developments, owing to the Anglo- 
Japanese alliance, are already publishing 
maps and estimates of the naval and 
military forees of the prospective bellig- 
erents and editorializing on the possibili- 
ties of the situation. The greatest atten- 
tion is paid to the changed tone of Baron 
Hayashi, the Japanese minister in Lon- 
don, who is much less confident that 
peace wil] be preserved than he was a 
week ago. 

Inquiries at Japanese banking. shipping 
and commercial hoyses in London, how- 
ever, elicited information that dispelled 
apprehension of the outbreak of war.

The sooner a few of the officer 
Slayers are made ‘to’ stretch rope the 
better it will] be for the security of 
the men who take their lives in their 
hands whenever they attempt to arrest 
a desperate negro, I'd give a month's 
salary to be able to find the negro.’’:

rate idea of the total losses, but con- 
servative estimates are about two mil- 
lions. The police and firemen have been 
steadily engaged since Saturday morning 
in the work of rescuing families frqgm the 
upper floors or the roofs of their houses 
in the flooded districts, and the work is 
still going on. 

Today the water continued to fall, and 
there did not seem to be any chance of 
further damage being done unless an- 
other severe storm should set in. There 
are still many blocks under water, and 
an examination of the flooded districts 
cannot be made until the water disap- 
pears. 

The health authorities have a difficuls 
task before them in devising means to 
prevent an epidemic of si¢kness in the 
flooded territory. 

Loss at Passaic $2,000,000. 

Passaic. N. J., October 1!2.—The flood 
condition in this vicinity is much improv- 
ed today. The high-water mark at the 
Dundee dam, which was 91% inches at 
midnight, has fallen 2 feet today. All 
danger of a break at the .dam is now 
thought to be past.

The 
ratifying of this amendment will affect 
only these counties which desire local 
taxation, a number probably reaching 
twenty or thirty, while those counties 
which do not desire such taxation will 
be entirely unaffected. This is simply 
a question of allowing loeal option in this 
matter te those who are willing to tax 
themselves, dnd of leaving the way open 
for those who may wish to do so in the 
future.

In order for 
these rallles to accomplish the greatest 
goed they must be held at points where 
the largest number of people can be 
reached. Will vou aid this important 
movement by arranging for at least one 
such rally in your county during the fall? 
I would suggest as an ausnicious occasion 
either the opening of your large schools, 
or your court day. and as the best ex- 
pedient. in my opinion at least, the com- 
bining of several of your large school 
communities. 

T am interested in having a special 
rally throughoit the state on Thanks- 
giving day. For this purnose I am com- 
piling appropriate material and _  pro- 
rrammes which wil! be sent to all who 
desire thus to observe the day. I hove 
that ‘you willl coonérate with me In this 
work. as a brief prorvramme rendered 
by the school children. and an address 
on an educational subfect by some good 
sneaker may be made most effective and 
interesting.

venience. TI shall be glad to have vou 
make any suggestion that you may think 
helpful.

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IN TILLMAN CASE 
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Argument Begun Yesterday in 
Murder Trial 


Four Attorneys, Two for Each Side, 
Will Address the Court Today. 
Many Women in Court 
Room During Yester- 

day’s Debate. | 


Lexington, @ C., October 12.—Argu- 
ments to the Riry in the tria] of J. H. 
Tillman were begun with the convening 
of court today, three attorneys for the 
state and two for the defense addressing 
the jury during the seven hours court 
was in session. 

Four attorneys, two on a side, are to 
be heard tomorrow. 

A larger crowd of spectators was in 
attendance today than there has been 
at any one time for several days past, 
and there was a greater number of ladies 
in attendance. Mrs. J. H, Tillman and 
the mother of the defendant were pres- 
ent. as they have been almost continu- 
ously from the beginning of the trial, and 
were attentive listeners to the addresses 
by counsel] to the jury. 

Speaker of the House Smith in the 
state legislature was among the spec- 
tators today. 

Thurmond Reviews Testimony. 

Solicitor Thurmond opened the argu- 
ment for the state, both sides having 
submitted to the court their requests for 
instructions to the jury, preliminary to 
which Mr. Thurmond addressed the court 
in the presence of the jury on the doc- 
trine of self-defense and on the law de- 
fining murder, together with the state's 
interpretation of the law relating to 
threats and provocation. 

Addressing himself then to the case, 
and referring to the editorials in The 
State, he said they were before the jury 
to show feelings. He referred to the 
liberty of the press. The solicitor devot- 
ed himself largely to a review and sum- 
ming up of the evidence adduced by the 
prosecution concerning threats, next tak- 
ing up and comparing the testimony of 
witnesses on the two sides relative to the 
shooting with a view to show that Mr. 
Gonzales was unarmed and sought to 
avoid a difficulty when he met the de- 
fendant on the day of the shooting. 

The solicitor was followed by Mr. 
Rembert, of counsel for the defense, who 
said among other things that the defense 
does not concedesthat N. G. Gonzales was 
unarmed at the time he was shot. Stress 
was laid by counsel upon the charges 
made by Mr. Gonzales against the de- 
fendant to show, as he stated, the influ- 
ence they had on the defendant's mind 
when he met Mr. Gonzales January 15. 

Defended’ Editorial Policy. 

Attorney William Elliott, Jr., following, 
contended that Mr, Gonzales was within 
his right in discussing a man in public 
life, and asserted that Mr. Tillman had 
recourse to the libel law for redress. He 
said also that a number of the _ utter- 
ances contained in the editorials which 
nave been read were extracts from other 
newspapers, and added that Mr, Gonzales 
had not mentioned the home life of the 
defendant. Mr. Elliott said the dying 
declaration taken down in shorthand 
had not been introduced because the 
stenographer taking it was Editor Gon- 
zales’ private stenographer. 

Mr. Elliott made use of the statement 


made by the defendant that he had the | 


“drop” on Gonzales. 
Colonel George Johnstone began his ad- 
dress to the jury in behalf of the de- 


fendant when court reconvened at 3 p. 
m., and spoke for two and a half hours. 
He contended that the liberty of the press 
did not give the right of denunciation. He 
followed the defendant and the late ed- 
itor down from 1890, discussing the inci- 
dents involved since that date, defending 
Mr. Tillman. He reviewed the testimony 


the testimony of witnesses for the. de- 
fense as to threats. 

He insisted that the two statements 
testified to as the dying declarations of 
Editor Gonzales were at variance, and 
that the variance was due to the morphine 
administered to him after he was shot. 
He also asked why the dying declaration 
which was taken down in shorthand had 
not been offered in evidence, dwelling 
upon its absence from the records. Mr. 
Johnstone had the sheriff stand before 
the jury with Mr. Gonzales’ overcoat on, 
and pointing to the bullet hole claimed it 
supported the defendant's version of the 
shooting. 

Mr. Asbill. also of counsel for *&e 
state, was the last to address the jury. 
but had but fairly begun when the hour 
of adjournment arrived. He said it was 
five months after the last editorial was 
writtem conecrning Mr. Tillman that the 
shooting occurred, and contended that the 
editorials must be eliminated from con- 
sideration.

Instead Russia 
is massing troops on the Yalu and hur- 
rying her fleets from Port Arthur and 
Viadivostok to a junction in the Ko- 
rean strait, and has many of her war- 
ships already bumping elbows with the 
Japanese battlecraft in the harbor of 
Fusan. 

The British-Japanese alliance of Feb- 
ruary, 1902, is one of the strong fac- 
tors in Japanese confidence. It was 
formed for “maintaining the independ- 
ence and territorial integrity of the em- 
pire of China and the empire of 
Korea.” Japan is to be aided by 
England in case she becomes involved 
with more than one power.

In the past, we well 
know, nearly all the tenant-croppers 
and small farmers have been compell- 
ed to deliver their crop to their mort- 
gage creditors at a fixed datc. The date 
of delivery once fixed has enabled buy- 
ers and speculators to make the de- 
livery price what they pleased. 

Let the cotton-raiser consider some 
fixed things. Ore is that the world is 
obliged to have his cotton. All that is 
raised is consumed every year and the 
demand for it is widehing every year. 
The cotton does not have to be rushed 
to market like crops of peaches, or- 
anges and celery. It will keep and not 
deteriorate in the keeping. And when- 
ever the raiser does not bind himself 
to sell at a fixed date nobody will be 
able to fix prices for him, but the law 
of supply and demand, the normal com- 
petition for the raw stuff, will settle 
the prices at their proper figures. 

The way of wisdom, then, is to be 
sparing of credit contracts, save ahead 
enough for a year’s support and then 
hold the cotton off the market until 
those who need it and must have it pay 
down its real value.

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In business circles a good deal of in- 
terest has been aroused in the iniquity 
of loan shark methods, by reason of The 
Constitution’s recent exposures, and the 
general discussion of the subject has nat- 
urally called forth remedial suggestions. 
The people of Atlanta are a unit in con- 
cluding that reform is imperatively de- 
manded, and that the correction of the 
wrong must come through state legisla- 
tion, aided by special municipal regula- 
tion. 

To a- representative of The Constitu- 
tion Joseph McCord, cashier of the Third 
national bank of Atlanta, yesterday out- 
lined what to his rgind would be the 
prope? legislative plan of correcting the 
existing socia) evil—for it is an aggra- 
vated social evil. 

“The old world countries,’ sald Mr. 
McCord, “have long ago taken legisiative 
cognizance of the uses and abuscs of 
the petty loan agent, and the systems of 
regulation in force there—for instance in 
France—will probably in time be adopted 
over here. In Paris the municipality 
itself loans to the small borrower, in or- 
der that private extortions shall be re- 
duced to a minimum. The regulation of 
the general government is very strict. 

“The question is not one of preventing 
usury as the term is applied in connec- 
tion with a maximum legal rate of inter- 
est, and it is not a more rigid usury law 
that is needed in Georgia in this connec- 
tion. The state must recognize the ne- 
cessity for the existence of this king of 
business, since the regular banking in- 
stitutions cannot handle it, and likewise 
its increased risk to the money lender. 
It is, therefore, obvious that the legal 
rate of interest cannot be made to apply 
to these small chattel and salary loans. 
The interest must be more commensu- 
rate with the risk and difficulties of the 
business. 

“Let the state legislature enact a law 
governing such loans, treating them, in 
a large measure, as pawnbroker loans. 
What I mean is that the maximum rate 
| of interest should be fixed after a spe- 
clal committee has thoroughly inquired 
into the nature and necessities’ of the 
business, and there should be” safe- 
Suards thrown around the borrower in 
the nature of publicity and otherwise. 
The books and papers of these loan of- 
fices should be subject to official examina- 
tion, perhaps under supervision of the 
police department, as in the case of 
pawnbrokers. They should be licensed 
accordingly by the municipality. 

“The justices’ courts should not be so 
intimately connected with the many dis- 
agreeable features of this kind of loan 
business, legally imposed, and proper 
state and municipal regulation will as- 
suredly have the effect of making re- 
course to the law, with its attendant 
abuses and hardships, by no means as 
common as now. The borrower will have 
some chance for his life and the loaner 
will receive a legitimate interest with Fs- 
sened risk to his capital. 

“There is no denying that the present 
state of affairs is little short of scan- 
dalous and calls for reform. The busil- 
ness men of Atlanta are constantly be- 
ing annoyed by the extortionate claims 
of these loan offices against the salaries 
of their employees, and the effect of the 
system is worse than demoralizing to the 
employees. It has caused many a young 
man to do wrong or leave his employ- 
ment aad the city through sheer despera- 
tion. I consider fhat it has done incal- 
culable harm to Atlanta, morally, to say 
nothing of the sacrifices suffered by our 
poorer classes.’’

CHICAGO’S BABY DEATH RATE. 


It Has Decreased “80 Per Cent in 
Twelve Years. 


Chicago, October 12.—The death rate 
of Chicago infants, less than one vear of 
age, has decreased 50.1! per cent sice 
1831. The death rate of persons of al} 
ages has decreased 39.2 ner cent in the 
twelve years. These statements of the 
causes favorable to prevention of infant 
mortality the bulletin says: 

“An improved milk supply, the anti-‘ox- 
in treatment of diphtheria and other 
causes often cited to account for the 
decrease of infang mortality are equally 
inadequate and the department fs disposed 
to attach more importance to the educa- 
tion of mothers i the hygiene of the 
young. The efforts of women’s clubs and 
similar organizations in this education 
have been steadily growing during all 
this period of decreasing infant mortality 
and it is belleved this. is the principal 
factor in giving the baby a better chance 
for lfe."’ 

In 1891 there were 8,208 deaths of in- 
fants less than one year old. In 1902 
there were 5,144 infant deaths. 

This change, the department shows, is 
brought about largely by the decrease of 
mortality in the gymmer. Care is the
